A Nw Process.—A mill is bein 
constructcd @ short distance from Grass 
Valley, on the Nevada road, says the 
Transcript, with a view of introdacing | 
& new process for working quartz— 


by a San Francisco Company. They 
propose to rely entirely upon custom 
work, and think they can work to such 
an advantage as will ensure them con- ' 
stant employment. On the ontside of 
the mill a Iarge cylindrical surface is 
constructed, resembling a lime kiln, 
and constructed in the interior very 
much like a hugé crucible. The rock 
is to be first placed in this furnace 
and roasted. During thig roasting pro- 
cess, jets of cold water are injected 
and fhe heat is sufficient to convert it 
rapidly into steam. The effect of the 
water is to crack the rock and renker. 


it triable. while the steam permeates 


every particle of the charge. By this 
process it is claimed that the rock is 
softened. and at the same time the de- 
sulphurizing ‘process is completed.— 
The rcck is then ready for the mill, 
and is worked by stamps and other 
machinery used in ordiaary quartz 
mills. The furnace is filled at the top | 
and discharged at the bottom.  {t is. 
claimed by the builders that they can 
work rock within five per cent. of as- 
say. The mill will be completed in a 
short time when its capablilities will be 
fully tested. .

Wryckorr’s CONCENTRATOR.—The 
importance of having a really good ma- 
chine by which the sulphurets may be 
concentrated from the more bulky tail- 
ings is acknowledged by all mi!!-men. 
We therefore present to the readers of 
the Journal of Mining this week, an ex- 
cellent illustration of a ehaking table, by 
which the operation can be accomplished 
expeditiously and well. It is the inven- 
tion of J. N. Wyckoff, esq., of Virginia. 
whose ‘chloride of sodium process’’ was 
illustrated and described in our last is- 
sue. The tailings aresimply fed upon an 
apren, on which some fifty jets of water 
flow, washing the sand down into the 
first row of boxes where the heavy sul- 
phurets are caught. Of course, when 
the boxes are all full, the richest concen- 
tration will be found in the upper boxes. 
The table shakes sidevfays, instead of 
lengthwise as in many pther concentrat- 
ors. The patentee informs us that thou- 
sands of tons of tailings have been. work 
ed by this machine—all showing perfect 
concentration. Lower concentrations 
can be made by taking up the first three 
boxes and running the tailings into two,. 
or by turning the two into one, which 
will give the lowest—excellent, as has 
been proven, for working good gold ores.

ANOTHER NEW AMALGAMATOR.— 
Mr. W. M. Fuller, of Chieago, has in- 
vented a machine for separating gold and 
silver from ite quartzose matrix. It is 
claimed that’ ninety-six per cent. of all 
the gold in the ore is separated and sav- 
ed. The principle upon which it worke 
is this: Pulverized quartz is found to be 
impervious to the air; it is also lighter 
than lead; and if it can be forced through 
molten lead, the gold will amalgamate 
with the lead, and the lighter quartz will 
rise to the surface. The machine Mr. 


may be thus described: An air-tight 
cast iron vessel is provided, through the 
top of which a cylinder isinserted, reach- 
ing nearly to the bottom of the vessel, 
and below the surface ef a quantity of 
molien lead contained thereiv; the lead is 
heated by a fire underneath the vessel. 
Thus the surface of the molten lead with- 
in the cylinder is: exposed to the air, 
while the air above the remaining part 
of the lead is enclosed by the sides and 
top of the vessel and the outer -side of 
the cylinder, and can consequently be 
exhausted by an air pump. hen this 
is done, powdered quartz is passed 
through a hopper into the -cylinder, the 
pressure of the air forces it to the bot 
tom of the cylinder, escaping from which 
it rises, by its own epecific gravity, to 
the surface of the lead, and thence pas- 
ses over into a tailings receiver, also air 
tight. During its passage, however, 
through the lead, it has become pure 
quartz, having lost all its geld, which is 
amalgamated with the Jead and can easi- 
ly be separated from it.— American Jour- 
nal of Mining.
